DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

Amendments filed 01/30/2009 liave been entered. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-3, 5-10, 12, 13, and 15-21 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

With regards to independent claim 1 . the prior art fails to teach a statistical 
weighing is performed during reconstruction of an image, wherein the reconstruction of 
the image is performed on the basis of an iterative algorithm comprising a plurality of 
update steps until an end criterion has been fulfilled, wherein each update step 
comprises subtraction weighted with an intrinsic statistical error Cy, based on measured 
photon counts Yi, wherein Gy, is the square root of Yi, when taken in combination with 
the other limitations of the claim. 

Dependent claims 2, 3, 5-8, and 1 3 are allowable by virtue of their dependency. 

With regards to independent claim 9 . the prior art fails to teach a statistical 
weighing is performed during reconstruction of an image; wherein the weighing 
comprises an intrinsic statistical error Oy\ based on measured photon counts Y, where 
Oy\ is the square root of Y, when taken in combination with the other limitations of the 
claim. 

Dependent claim 10 is allowable by virtue of their dependency. 
With regards to independent claim 12 . the prior art fails to teach a statistical 
weighing is performed during reconstruction of an image; wherein the weighing

comprises an intrinsic statistical error On based on measured photon counts Yj, wherein 
Oy\ is the square root of Yi, when taken in combination with the other limitations of the 
claim. 

Dependent claims 15-21 are allowably by virtue of their dependency.
